Subject to the provisions of the General Rules specified below, and to 
any instructions regarding specific articles which have been, or may be, 
issued by the Government of India from time to time (eg., those relating 
to the supply of stationery), the following are the rules relating to the 
supply of articles required for the public service.

‘The total number of admissions during the year 1912 was 675. Of = 
$5 were admitted to the first class as compared with 56 in 1911, 124 to the 
intermediate as compared with 126, 288 to the second class as compared with 
930, and 178 to the third class as against 119 in 1911. 

Of these there were 11 children in the first class, 27 in the intermediate, 
68 in the second and 40 in the third class. 

From these figures it will be seen that there has been an increase in all 
the classes except a very small fall in the numbers of the inte: ite.

5. The free beds of the Medical College Hospital and dency 
General Hospital were occupied nearly the whole of the season. The total 
gost incurred in 1912 for this was Rs. 1,358 reckoned at third-class rates. 

The Superintendent's free bed was used in four cases at a cost of Rs. 130. 
‘Thus the total cost on all free beds amounted to Rs. 1,48¢ in 1912.

The daily cost of diet for residents not including the staff was Re. 1-10-6, 
as compared with Re. 1-8-9 in the year 1911. 

This is due to the admission of a larger number of patients in the 
Hospital in 1912 than the previous year and also on account of increase of 
first-class residents in the Kden Sanitarium. 

The accounts were audited by Messrs. Viney & Thurston, Chartered 
Accountants of Calcutta, whose statements showing the result of audit and 
financial position of this institution are attached herewith. * 





10. GENERAL REMARKS — 


(@) Military Assistant Surgeon H. L. 0. Fleming was Resident Medical 
Officer from Ist January 1912 to 27th June 1912. 

He worked’ carefully, was kind, tactful and attentive, and was well 
spoken of by all classes in the Sanitariam, 

Military Assistant Surgeon J. C. Chalke was Resident Medical Officer 
from 28th June 1912 till the end of the year, He has been of the utmost 
assistance tome. His work has always been carefully and thoroughly done. 
He is always attentive and kind, and has earned the gratitude of more than 
one patient who owes his life to his unceasing care and attention. 

Mr. H. Richardson was in charge of the catering from Ist January to 
Sist December 1912. His work during the year has been most satisfactory. 
He has also done a great deal to increase the popularity of the institution by 
organising games, concerts, etc. 

Babu Siddheswar Dey was accountant of this institution from Ist 
January to 31st December 1912. He has done his work thoroughly and given 
satisfaction. 

(>) The nursing arrangements and linen were under ihe supervision of 
two of the Clewer Sisters from Calcutta. I am much indebted to them for 
their valuable assistance. 

Sister Thekla also took charge of the Library, which has been much 

proved under her careful supervision. 

The new plan of making a small charge of annas eight for the first class

‘was introduced in 1911, is working satisfactorily. The books of the Library 
have since been rearranged and new books have been parchased out of the

Whe Chief Engineer, Mr. Bishop, repeated to us a statement which he 
had previously made, und he was corroborated, so far as his personal 
knowledge went, by the Second Engineer, and also by a Greek fireman, 
iloni, and the other firemen in the engine-room and stokehold 
the time. It is clear that on the vessel's arrival at Smyrna on the 
14th October, after the fires had died out, the boilers were blown down 
between 5 and 6 PM. and, by the instructions of the Chief Engineer, 
the Third Engineer proceeded at 7 a.M. on the following morning to. 
take the manhole doors off. (The manholes are 16} inches by 12+ inches, 
and are in the end plate at the after end of the boiler.) He was assisted 
Spiloni, who was usually detajled to work with him, and who says 
that one nut and one dog or cross-bar had been taken off the door, and t! 
‘other nut started, when the Third Engineer sent him to prepare to take the 
door off the manhole of the other boiler. Spiloni left the Third Engineer, 
went down a ladder into the stokehold, across the stokehold, up another 
ladder to the starboard boiler. and immediately afterwards, hearing a loud 
report, went back to the port boiler where he had left the Third Engineer, 
and saw nothing but that the door was off and not in sight. What happened 
in the interval between this fiteman leaving the Third Engineer and his 
return in a few minutes can only be reasoned out from the conditions and 
circumstances of the case as there is nothing definitely known.

He states that the boiler was so hot inside that he could not keep his hand 
in, and that on trying to put his head in the manhole he found it impossible 
to do so, Hot vapour was coming out of the manhole. His first thought 
was that the Third Engineer had allowed the door to drop into the boiler, 
and, attempting to get it out, had gone into the boiler, and beeu overcome 
by the heat. He tried to look in with lamps, ete., but could not see anything.

The manhole is in the after pul plas 
ér¢ is 4 small platform almost ina line with the door, The deceased took 
off both the nuts without starting the door, one dog was taken off, the other 
tured partly round, a piece of small rope (which the Second Engineer 
says was very woak stuff) was fastened to one of the stnds of the door and 
to the Fauge glass stand. He then stooped down in almost a lying position, 
probably holding the door by one of the studs, or by the rope, with one 
hand, and perhaps tapping it with the spanner in the other hand, when 
*the door started, was suddenly driven inwards by the pressure of the 
atmosphere with great force, thé rope broke, and the deceased, involuntarily 
tightening his grip on the stud or rope. was drawn into the boiler—the 
inrush of air assisting this movement, as his body became near to or partly 
filled the hole—and he was propelled with such violence as to fracture his 
sirull on the other end of the boiler, or it may be by striking the plate at the 
manhole as his head was entering it. 

‘This explanation, which from its singularity may at first appear some- 
what doubtful, is the only one which we think fits all the known facts of 
the case, such as: the short interval which elapsed between the time 
when the fireman Spiloni left the Third Engineer and his return to the 
manhole; the short time from starting work at 7 A.M. until the report was 
hei 15 minutes later; the sudden disappearance of the Third Engineer; 
the%@ondition and position of the body when found, the position of the door, 
spanner, ete. ; and also the high temperature of the boiler, 

lt certainly appears extraordinary that a man could be drawn into a 
boiler through a manhole with such force as to fracture his skull on the 
end plate, 16 feet from the hole, and in a direct line with it, but the stays 
would form a sort of guide to keep the door and body travelling in a 
horizontal and direct line, and it may be added that the deceased was 
not a big man. He is said to have been about 10 stone in weight and 
5 feet 5 inches high. It can be seen by examination of the small platform 
at the manhole that the occurrence is at least quite possible, At any rate, 
unless the whole story is disbelieved, manhole door weighing 85 lbs, was 
foundgalong with the body of the Third Engineer, close to the end plate 
furthest from the manhole, and had been in that position for some hours 
and from a time when the condition of the boiler was such that no one 
would have entered it, or could have lived therein, 

‘We’ wish to add that, although death under the above. circumstances is, 
probably unprecedented, the violent inrush of a manhole door due to 
vacuum in the boiler has been frequently experienced, A case somewhat 
analogous occurred in one of the steamers of the———Line, which hearing

His instractions were to pump the remiuining water ont of the 
boiler, and he did this without cage Retee So far as we were uble to 
ther at the time, it seems that the Engineer, together with a Chinese 
p fireman, went to take off the lower manhole door. This door was some 
“few inches above the stokehole floor, and, as is the usnal practice of 
Chinumen, the fireman assumed the “squatting” attitude. He was left to 
himself to remove the nuts und dogs of the door, and when he had done so, 
he started the door, and was instantaneously drawn in towards the boiler, 
his stomach practically closing the aperture, and tle door swinging to the 
back of the boiler with a loud report. 

Hearing the fireman’s cries, the Engineer opened the gauge cocks in 
order to admit air to the boiler, whilst the fireman in the meantime suffered 
great agony, being pinned in this position until the vacaum was destroyed,

fireman, who complained of internal injuries. These, however, do not 
appear to have been of a severe nature, as the man was able to resume his 
work in a few days.

If an 
opportunity offer, the candidate should be permitted, under the guidance of 
the Examiner, to start and stop the engine of some vessel which may have 
her steam up. 

The Examiner, in sending in his report of the examination, should state 
where the examination has been held. 

Candidates will be required to give written answers to sixteen ont of 
Sreneanentions taken from the elementary questions printed in Appendix 
B. These questions will be altered from time to time without notice. The 
twenty queaiinns are not to be difficult, theoretical, or book questions, but are 
to be such us any man of ordinary capacity, who bas any practical knowledge 
of the use and working of the steam engine, ought to answer, 

These questions with the candidates’ answers should be sent to the Port 
Offer with the reports after each examination. t 

If a candidate refers to any book or paper, or memorandum, or obtains, 
information from another candidate or any other person during the examin- 
tition, he will be treated as having failed, will forfeit his fee, and will not be 
allowed to be re-examined for a period of three months. 

The Examiners will report, in the case of failure, the nature of the 
question or questions that decided the failure, or the point in the manage- 
ment of the engine in which the candidate was deficient. 

‘There is nothing in the regulations requiring that applicants for the 
voluntary exumination shall have served on board steamships. All that is 
reqnixed is that they shall have a practical knowledge of the use and working 
of the steam engine.

The sketches, Figures 1, 2, 3, 4 and 5, Plate I, represent the usual 
methods of attaching water-gauge mountings to mariné boilers. The 
important features in each gauge and the method of verifying its indications 
are dealt with separately in the following remarks :— 


REFERRING 'T0 FIGURE 1 ONLY. 


In this case the water-gauge cocks are attacli®d direct to the boiler, 
and re accuracy of the gauge when the boiler is under steam can’ be tested 
as follows :— 


First.—Let B remain open, then close cock D and open cock EK, and 
if steam issues it proves that cock B and the assage through 
the top fitting and gat glass are clear, tt no steam or 
water issues, either cock Bor the passage through the top 
fitting and gauge glass is choked and the gauge cannot act 
properly until the obstruction is removed. 2 = 

Second.—Close cock B and.open D and KE, and. if water issues, cock. D 
is clear: If no water or steam issues, either cock Dor the 
passage from the boiler through the lower fitting’ is choked 
and must be cleared before the gauge can act properly. 


REFERRING TO FIGURE 2 ONLY. 


In this case the gange cocks are attached to a bent pipe of comparatively 
large diameter (at least 3 inches in the bore), the upper end of which 
communicates with the steam space, and the lower end with the water 
space of the boiler. Owing to the bore of the pipe being large it is not liable 
to become choked or stopped under the ordinary conditions of working. 
The water-gauge is, therefore, in practically the same condition as if it were 
attached direct to the boiler, .as in Figure 1. This gauge, when at work, 
is tested in precisely the same manner as the one shown in Figure 1. 

Screw plugs are inserted at P,P. and Q.Q., by the removal of which the 
apertures in the pipe can be cleared, if necessary, by the insertion of a wire 
or rod when steam is down. 


REFERRING TO FIGURE 3 ONLY.

Sometimes there is a bend, L, in the steam pipe, I, leading from cock de 
to cock B. This has occasionally escaped observation when new boilers have _ 
been fitted on board ship.

~ led in an abnormal direction to escape other pipes, beams or fittings near the — 
smoke box. With such a bend the condensed steam collects in the pipe and 
falls to the bottom of the bend, and in time it completely fills the pipe from 
JtoK. The steam from K down to the level of the water in the glass 
thereby trapped and, as condensation pigeeds, leads to a reduction of 
pressure in the pipe below that of the boiler and an equivalent rise of the 
water in the bend and also in the gauge glass. When the vessel is quiescent’ 
the water in the gauge glass increases in height until cock E is opened o. 
until the pressure in the boiler is so much in excess of that in the lower 
part of pipe I, as to cause the water in the bend to be blown into the gaug 
glass.

Settling Tanks. 

1, [tis important that water drawn from rivers, channels or streams 
should have as long a settlement as possible before herne passed on to 
slow sand filters, in order that the action of sunlight, the preci eean 
of suspended matter and the natural tendency to elimination 0: pathogenic 
bacteria may have their maximum purifying effect. 

2, Settling tanks are worked either on (a) the continuous flow, or (6) 
‘the intermittent system. In the first system, the tanks are kept full, and 
‘the water is continually admitted at one end. and drawn off from near the 
surface at the other. In order that this system may be properly used with 
slow sand filters, the unfiltered water-pumps must _be worked continuously 
throughout the 24 hours or the settling tanks must be fed froma storage 
reservoir, When designed on the intermittent system, each tank in 
turn is filled and then kept full until the tanks filled before it are drawn 
down ; the settled water is then decanted through a floating arm or similar 
acme ee the tank is lowered to the lowest draw off level, when it

he whole available storage capacity of settling tanks should ch 
be used as far as possible. On the other hand, care must be taken in ta 
unprovided with fixed overflows, not to fill them to a greater depth than 
they are designed for. 

3. When a deposit of from 18 inches to 2 feet of silt has formed at 
the bottom, the tank should be emptied and cleaned out.

5. ‘The aluminoferric must be added at the inlet end of the settling 
tanks and experiments should be made to ascertain the time taken We a 
given quantity todissolve, One grain per gallon is 1b. per 7,000 ions 
treated. Thus, if 300,000 gallons per day are treated with 2 grains per 
gallon the daily quantity used will be 86 Ibs. .
